The public trial of the prison­ 
ers, for whom the death penalty 
had been asked of the five-man 
court, ended last Tuesday with 
no announcement of a verdict. 
The “Cuban Families Commit­ 
tee for Liberation of Prisoners of 
War” cabled Castro Sunday it 
was prepared to “definitely settle 
negotiations and liberate all pris­ 
oners.** 
The group said it would be able 
to offer “products or articles” 
valued at $28 million and Castro 
agreed to meet with the four-man 
delegation.

As has been the procedure on 
previous similar shots, the Air 
Force would neither confirm nor 
deny that the satellite was a “sky 
spy.*' An Air Force spokesman 
said the Department of Defense 
had imposed a policy of no longer 
using popular names on missile 
projects. 
However, in its terse announce­ 
ment on the hush-hush firing, the 
Air Force said the satellite, al­ 
most certainly one of two U S. 
sky spies, was carrying a num­ 
ber of test components, some of 
which were classified. The Air 
Force would not indicate orbital
